Asappears from the title, the first map shows the peninsular 
and bay of California, giving the coast as far as the city of 
Compostela (Santiago de Jalisco). The succeeding ma} s 
show different portions of the Mexican, Cential and South 
American Coasts, including the towns of Acapulco, Xiqui- 
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Lor 755—continued, 

lisco, Realejo, Chiriqui, Panama, Guayaquil, Colon, Magda- 
lena, Callas, Ciudad de los Reyes, Arica, Coquimbo, Valdura, 
etc. Map 148 shows the Straits of Magellan, with the 
neighbouring islands and a part of Staten Island. The 
maps are pleasantly diversified by pictures of voleanoes in 
eruption; galleons in full sail; immense trees (anabacas), and 
the pyramidal fortress of the Incas. The inscriptions too are 
of interest; several shipwrecks are recorded; on a map of the 
islands of Juan Fernandez is a mention of their discovery 
by that explorer in 1587, and, most interesting of all perhaps 
to the English reader, is the statement on map 41, that 
“Thomas Cavendish, the Englishman, who entered by the 
Straits of Magellan, repaired his ship (carena a su navio)” 
in a bay south of the Sierra de los Coronados. 


But the most important of the maps is undoubtedly the last, 
no. 149, the legend to which is as follows:

The map, therefore, represents the harbour of S. Felipe y 
Santiago, in the land of Espiritu Santo, discovered by Quiros 
on his second voyage in 1606. Quiros believed that he had 
found the Southern Continent, and he planned a town to be 
known as the New Jerusalem, which was to be the capital 
of a great Spanish Empire. As a matter of fact, he had 
discovered the group of mountainous islands, which were 
rediscovered by Cook in 1774 and named by him the New 
Hebrides. The interest of this map consists in the fact 
that it differs entirely from the only known map of the 
harbour made by a member of the expedition (published by 
the Geographical Society of Madrid, 1878 ; reproduced by 
Professor Arnold Wood, Discovery of Australia, 1922, 
p. 170), and must therefore be based on a lost original, 
drawn by Quiros or one of his companions.
